The "arrogant" 
Republican 


leadership of the senate was de- 
nounced as having earned the 
"contempt 
of the World" by 


throttling the treaty for seven 
months and the senate was call- 
ed upon to "quit playing poli- 
tics" with the question of ratifi- 
cation. 


The committee voted that until the 
national convention made a definite de- 
cision members of the Associate Wo- 
men's National committee as now con- 
stituted should continue in office dur- 
ing; the tenure of officers in the pres- 
ent national committeemen. 
Chicago was the first to present its 
claims for the national convention, ad- 
dresses of invitation being 
made by 
former Mayor Carter Harrison, former 
Senator James Hamilton Lewis, and 
Roger Sullivan. 
The peace treaty came to the front

declared the paramount issue In the

SHERUUID NARROWLY 


ESCAPES BKME WHERS 


William Sherrard, well known Balti- 
more and Ohio engineer, residing at 28 
North avenue, who has been off duty
